One of the unforgettable char- 
acters I knew irr my younger 
years was a country doctor named 
J. R. Sigler. "Younger" is right. 
He was present when I came into 
the world in a little log cabin 
in a back corner of Henderson 
County. When I first began to 
notice people of our neighbor- 
hood Dr. Sigler was passing our 
house every day or two on horse- 
back on his visits to patients. 
And even then he was function- 
ing as a community leader 
though I as a child, as well a 
most of the grown-ups, didn' 

Dr. Sigler might be callled I 
gumshoe community worker. He 
made plans all by himself usual- 
ly, then talked them over confi- 
dentially with influential villag- 
ers and farmers, who for reasons 
I never could understand never 
blabbed until Sigler gave 
word. And he never gave the 
word until he was convinced that 
he had a safe majority with him. 

When the minority opened up 
it soon realized that a fight was 
futile. 

Dr. Siglers biggest achieve- 
ment was persuading tightfisted 
country people to vote a rather 
heavy tax on themselves to build 
a iirst-eluss grade and high 
school. He planned the school 
himself, then spent several 
months winning the voters o\ 
to his idea. My recollection 
that the tax was $1.50 per $100 
worth of property, which was 
nigh for those times. 

The school was built in 1887. 
A school board of Sigler s own 
picking selected good teachers, 
"ie school got off to a fine start, 
th day pupils coming from 
It became known 
lately that the 
building was going to be inade- 
Ite, so another room was add- 
And during the ensuing 
mty years, Dr. Sigler domin- 
ated the management, getting 
-■rsons of his own choice elected 
i the board. 

Graduates of the Dixie school 
became lawyers, doctors, dent- 
ists, successful business men.

The types of sprayers for fly con- 
trol include: (1) hand atomizers; (2) 
hand pump action — knapsack, 
wheelbarrow, and bucket pump 
sprayers: (3) compressed air— usual- 
ly 2 to 4 gallons in size; (4) engine- 
operated sprayers from % to 1V4 
H.P. up in size. At least one of 
each type should be available. 



Flavor and Value of 
Milk Can Be Retained 

In recent months small unit pas- 
teurizers have been placed on the 
market. Tests con- 
ducted by state ex- 
periment stations 
and research or- 
ganizations have 
proven that the 
taste, quality or 
value of milk pas- 
teurized by these 
units is not dimin- 
ished—but on the 
other hand the 
health factors are greatly increased. 

There is a serious milk-borne dis- 
ease danger of using raw milk. This 
may be entirely eliminated. With 
many cities, counties and districts 
demanding pasteurization of milk to 
be sold, the small units will prove 
of value to owners of a small num- 
ber of cows who desire to retail their 
excess milk supply. The only cer- 
tain way to avoid disease from milk 
is to heat it sufficiently to kill all 
disease-producing bacteria— this can 
only be done properly by pasteurize- 
tion. Boiling will kill bacteria.

New York 
station specialists point out that it 
is possible to produce high quality 
hay with bam dryers when they 
are used wisely. Unless drying can 
be accomplished in 7 to 10 days,

There is 
something strangely sweet and 
tender in the very words — ever 
since Steve Foster voiced the 
longings of a homesick heart in 
his immortal ballad, "The Old 
Folks At Home," the very men- 
tion of the aged, the feeble, and 
the beloved of other years, brings 
tear to the eye and an added 
softness to the voice. 

The heart is like an aeolian 
harp over which the winds of 
memory play, and what memories 
are dearer, what thoughts are 
purer, what emotions more heav- 
enly than those which linger 
about the homes of our childhood 
and those whose love and ca 
made them like unto a paradi 
upon earth. The old folks live 
immortal, not only in the song of 
the poet, but in the recollection 
of grateful hearts. 

From Cresent Hill, in the news 
briefs of the week of June 27, 
1907, it was recorded that George 
and Theodore Brown would go 
the Jamestown Exposition June 
30 with the Louisville Legion.

The Dominican Republic, occupying the 
eastern end of the Island of Hispaniola in 
the Caribbean Sea, is 19,332 square miles 
in area and has a papulation of 1,826,100.

When the first official Uni 
States postage stamp was placed 
on sale at the New York post 
office on July 1, 1847, there was 
apparently no great-rush of buy- 
ers. Today, when a new stamp 
is put . into use, postmasters arc 
deluged with orders from phil- 
atelists for first-day covers. There 
is no record of the first stamps 
having been used before the mid- 
dle of the month in which they 
were issued. Never, during the 
four years in which they 
current was demand for either 
the 5-cent or 10-cent denomim 
tion — the two originally autho: 
ized — as great as had been ar 
ticipated. A country which for 
nearly a century had been paying 
for its postage on a town- to- 
town basis, or at a mileage rate,

THE GARDEN 

By John S. Gardner, Kentucky

TIMELY TOPICS 

SWEETPOTATOES. — Many 
gardeners wonder every year 
what benefit might come from 
clipping sweetpotato vines that I 
have made too much growth. No \ 
benefit can follow, and harmj 
might. The ground was too rich 
or there was too little potash in 1 
the fertilizer, compared with the 
nitrogen. A good rule is that the 
percentage of potash be at least 
twice that of nitrogen. 

SWEET CORN. — The sucker- 
ing of sweet corn bothers a host 
of gardeners, who seek to remedy 
the situation by breaking out 
this extra growth. This is labor] 
wasted, • and may do harm, as I 
suckering is sweet corn's way of 
protecting itself during wet 
weather. 

CULTIVATION. — Despite the \ 
wet weather that has passed, Au- j 
gust might still be dry, and level [ 
sowing of seed and level, shallow j 
cultivation might still pay divi- 
dends. Level gardening is best 
wet weather or dry. 

CLEAN UP. — Over most of 
Kentucky, this summer's wet, 
weather has caused crabgrass and 
foxtail to get out of hand. Let 
go to seed, these weeds might 
give multiplied trouble next year, 
the smart thing would be, as veg- 
etables mature, to chop out the 
grass and sow turnips or any of 
the cabbage greens ' 



A total of 178,172 Kentucky 
farmers have filed farm conser- 
vation plans for participation in 
the 1947 Agricultural Conserva- 
tion Program, M. D. Royse, State 
Director of the Production and 
Marketing Administration, 
nounced as operations under the 
program were resumed. 

The farm conservation sign-up 
will be continued, Royse said, un- 
til every farmer has been inform- 
ed of the assistance offered un- 
der the program. 

The State PMA Director point- 
ed out that the time for approval 
of the pasture development prac- 
tice under the program has been 
extended from June 1 to August 
31, 1947. The extension was 
granted, he said, because of the 
temporary suspension operations 
in May. Pasture development, 



it was explained, includes both 
new seedings and improvement 
of established pastures. 

No prior approval is required 
on many of the soil-saving prac- 
tices under the 1947 ACP, Royse 
said. These . practices include 
spreading ground limestone on 
farmland, applying phosphate to 
eligible legumes and grasses, ap- 
plying potash to legumes and 
grasses, seeding winter cover 
crops, turning green manure 
crops, planting trees, and har- 
vesting needed legume seeds. 
Though no closing date is estab- 
lished for approval of stockwater 
development practices, planting 
row crops on the contour, terrac- 
ing land to reduce erosion and 
land drainage practices, it is re- 
quired that they be carried out 
under qualified supervision and 
approved before payment is 
-nade. 

At the time of the suspension 
-J ACP operations, Kentucky had 
ordered more than 193.000 tons 
of lime and thousands of tons of 
phosphate through the program, 
Royse said. These orders are now 
being cleared to contractors as 
materials become available, and 
additional orders are being re- 
ceived at county ACP offices.

Priming, Late 
Cutting Increase 
Tobacco Yield 



The College of Agriculture and 
Home Economics at Lexingtoi 
says many farmers probably 
could increase their incomes from 
burley tobacco by priming and 
late cutting. Priming and late 
cutting give more ripe leaves, and 
it's ripe leaves that make for 
higher quality. 

In test which the college made 
on Central Kentucky farms, 
priming or pulling off lower 
leaves as they ripened increased 
returns $105 an acre when prim- 
ing was done once, and $184 
when it was done twice. 

Late harvesting or letting the 
tobacco stand until ripe increas- 
ed returns by $33 an acre, over 
returns from tobacco cut at the 
usual time. 

Conclusions reached by the 

1. About 80 percent of the bur- 
ley tobacco farmers of the state 
produce four acres or less per 
grower. Priming would provide 
profitable employment for farm 
and family labor on these farms. 

2. Higher prices are paid for 
smoker grades of burley. The 
percentage of the plant in smok- 
er quality is increased by saving 
lower, valuable leaves, and by 
harvesting the stalks when the 
remainder of the leaves are riper 
than at the usual cutting time. 

3. The extra money obtained 
by priming and late cutting more 
than pays the cost of the extra 
labor involved in the priming 

4. When priming cannot be 
done, allowing the plant to ripen 
is advised; that is, cutting later 
than usual will increase returns 
without increasing the labor re- 
quirement.

Directions are given for using 
this material to control flics, mos- 
quitoes, bedbugs, cockroaches, 
silvcrfish, fleas, dog and sheep 
ticks; cattle hog, chicken 
human lice; ants, clothes moths 
and carpet beetles; stored grain 
pests, garden and flower insects 
and tree pests. 

DDT is generally found on the 
market in the following four 

A dusting powder, containing 
3 percent, 5 percent, or 10 per- 
cent DDT ready to apply dry and 
without dilution. 

A wettable powder containing 
50 percent DDT ready to be mix- 
ed with water and applied as a 
j spray. 

An emulsion containing 20 per- 
cent to 35 percent DDT ready to 
dilute with water and apply as 
a spray. 

An oil, such as refined kero- 
sene, ordinary kerosene, or light 
mineral oil, containing 5 percent 
DDT ready to apply to surface 
upon which insects rest or travel

A. Cows often produce off-flavort .; 
milk in the latter part of tht lac- 
tation period. When the milk Is ropy 
and slimy, however, the cow shoul.i 
be examined by a veterinarian, as 
this often Indicates an infection 
disease, and the milk may be unsafe 
for human consumption. 

Q. Do you recommend that hogs 
be bred twice a year? 

A. Yes, this Is recommended for 
maximum pork production. Accord- 
ing to the two-lttter-a-year system 
developed at the Research Farm of 
the Ralston Purina Company, each 
sow is bred, farrows and nurses her 
litter, and sends the weaned ""' 
to the fattening lots and finally to 
market twice a year. Such a high 
rate of production is possible 
through good breeding, sound man- 
agement, careful sanitation, and 
good feeding. 

Q. Will one spraying with the n 
type Weed Killers be sufficient?
